It was abo ut 10:3 0 o ’clo ck last nig ht 
when Officer Chambers saw Mr. Lig ht- 
ner walking east o n Franklin street, 
near State.

Mr. lig htner had a Uttle fev mr this 
mo rning , which wo re away as the 
day adv anced. 
His neck was v ery 
stiff and so re, hut there was no ap­ 
pearance o f Inflammatio n In the v i­ 
cinity o f the wo und. His co llar and 
shirt band were saturated with blo o d, 
which flo wed freely after the knife 
had been remo v ed. 
“ It Is incredible to suppo se,” said 
Mr. Lig htner, “ that the wo und was 
' inflicted with any mo tiv e ex cept the 
mo st malicio us. The perso n who in­ 
flicted it must hav e mistaken me fo r 
so me o ne ag ainst whiwn he had a v ery 
bitter g rudg e, as I am no t co nscio us 
o f hav ing do ne any thing to aro use 
such bitter enmity . If this assaSsin 
is still murdero usly Inclined, I wish 
he wo uld hereafter be mo re sure o f 
the identity o f his v ictim befo re mak­ 
ing such dang ero us thrusts.”
